E. J. Cooperation Impresses Newberry Mayor 


Editor’s Note: Here’s a report 
published in the Newberry News

* gent visit to East Jordan. At the 


time of Mayor Jackson’s visit, 
East Jordan’s 
Whiteford was. visiting Newber- 
ry. 

(From Newberry News) 

East Jordan is located on the 
lower arm of Lake Charlevoix at 
the mouth of the famous Jordan 
River. 

As you travel from Charlevoix 
on Highway 66 you are impress- 
ed with the beauty of the valley 
and as you near the village you 
pass what was once the famous 
Loeb farm, known for its pure- 
bred stock. The beautiful build- 
ings are now in a state of decay. 
You note also Ripley’s ‘Believe 
It or Not” shortest auto ferry 
across the Jordan river—making 
a shorter route to Boyne City. 

Lake Charlevoix and the Jor- 
dan river possess numerous re-

sorts where. one may enjoy fish- 
ing and outing. 

Crossing the river upon enter- 
ing the village one is impressed 
by the number of swans and it 
was learned that East Jordan is 
known as the home of the swans. 
They stay there the year around. 

The Jacksons arrived at East 
Jordan about 10:30 a.m. Monday. 
Mrs. Jackson’s hostess for the 
day was Mrs. Ted Malpass and 
Mayor Jackson was shown te 
municipality and industries 
which operate in East Jordan un- 
der the guidance of his host Ted 
Malpass. 


The first plant visited was the _ 


East Jordan Foundry . which 
makes special hydrants for East 
Detroit and. Chicago, manhole 
covers and castings needed by 
all municipalities. The plant has 
expanded constantly until now it 
is one of the largest north of De- 
troit. It employs approximately 
135 men and it has been in the 


Malpass family for three gener- 
ations. Five brothers operate this 
huge foundry. 

The Cooperative Dairy makes 
an impressive appearance along 
the banks of the Jordan and em- 
ploys approximately 30 people in 
the plant besides having 17 
trucks to transport the milk used 
for processing. The dairy pro- 
duces butter, dried milk and 
dried buttermilk. 

East Jordan’s Business Men’s 
Association has been instrumen- 
tal in bringing the Mt. Clemens 
Metals Products company to 
their village. This plant stamps 
cut plates which are used in the 
operation of windows in cars. 
Before leaving East Jordan we 
were informed that this company 
expects to enlarge their plant. 
They employ at the present time 
approximately 150 men and wo- 
men. 

The Mt. Clemens Metal Com- 
pany needed wooden boxes in 


which to ship their products, so 


a small box factory was started 
and it appears that expansion of 
the box factory will be needed in 
the. near future. Some of the 
cedar used for boxes was obtain- 
ed from Blaney Park area. 

The East Jordan Cooperative 


has grown enormously since its | 


inception. It provides feed and 
farm machinery for the sur- 
rounding farm area. 

A seasonal factory operating 
at East Jordan was the canning 
factory. At peak..times it em- 
ploys about 200 workers. It cans 
asparagus and cherries which are 
raised on its own property. The 
Mayor was fortunate in arriving 
as they finished canning aspara- 
gus and was the recipient of a 
case. John Porter heads this or- 
ganization, formerly with “he 
lumber industry and is well ac- 
quainted with a host of lumber 
men in and around Newberry, a 
territory which he covered in the 


early days of lumbering. 

Mayor and Mrs. Jackson visi- 
ted with the Sedgemans, former- 
ly of Newberry, and they wished 
to be remembered to their many 
friends here. 

In the evening Mayor and Mrs. 
Jackson were the guests of the 
municipal officers and the Busi- 
ness Men’s Club, at a banquet 
held at the Jordan Inn. The Busi- 
ness Men’s Club and the council- 
men presented both the Mayor 
and Mrs. Jackson with gifts com- 
memorating their visit. 

Mayor Jackson said: ““We were 
most impressed with the spirit 
of cooperation exhibited by all 
citizens of East Jordan and the 
interest they displayed in each 
other’s work and enterprises, 
seemingly placing the goal of 
East Jordan above personal gain 
and profit. Their hospitality was 
graciously extended and we hope 
as graciously received.” 


At the combined class C-D 
event at Kalamazoo Saturday 
East Jordan took the honors with”

The keyboard is electrically motivated and shift keys turn a disc 


with 120 letters and signs in 80 rows toward a phot objective to ex- 
pose any character the operator selected.

in film typesetting. Who knows? Who can prove it? Maybe the claim 
‘invalid; maybe it isn’t. The Russians won‘t lift the Iron Curtain long 
enough to photograph an ampersand, much less the whole alphabet.

The many fruit growers that 
I have met nearly all say the 
same thing — they say that they 
like to see the trees grow and 
like to work among the trees. 
And I find it quite fascinating 
deciding on what kinds and var- 
jeties of fruits to plant, what to: 
plant for polonizers and where. 

While the bloom is pretty, the 
matured crop is more fascinating 
to behold as it is indeed a work 
of art. The choice of land and lo- 
eation was good the nursery 
stock and the planting, the trees 
have matured and the proper 
spray materials were used at the 
right time to combat the many 
pests and fungus diseases. 

The grower is very contented 
because he knows there is a rea- 
dy market for his high flavored 
fruit. 

Yes, the fruit grower can feel 
pretty good today. He has at 
hand thinning chemicals that will 
make larger and better colored 


fruit such as graders, lifts, load- | 


ers and everything for conven- 
ience. 


innings, I take my cue from en-

Crowd noise is. picked up by a 
mike hanging from our booth. 

Van, who possesses an excel- 
lent vocabulary, stumps me once 
ina while. But I look up the word 
in my pocket dictionary and re- 
member it. However, I’m still a 
man of simple words and intend 
to continue that way as long as 
I’m broadcasting the Hickory and 
Horsehide game.
